At the present time, Play-bills are sold both in and out of the Theatres, 
and afford a livelihood to numbers. Box-keepers generally present a 
bill to parties, as they admit them to their places, for which they in 
return, receive 6d. 1s. and sometimes more, (for it is a rule with them 
never to have any change.) ‘The renters of the saloons, claim the privi- 
lege of buying the bills, and retailing them out to the vendors of fruit 
and others in the Theatre, while those in the streets, and at the doors, 
are in like manner monopolized by some one or two who distribute 
them among others for general sale. Shopkeepers and others who have 
bills left at their houses, pay so much a year to those who deliver them, 
for the bills. Some few of the ‘minor Establishments, compel those 
who take in their bills to pay 2s. 6d. or 3s. per quarter, for waich sum 
they receive a double order to the Boxes every month. The only means 
they have of filling that part of the Theatre.
